@In the 10th chapter of Mark this last 
fverse is rendered with some specifications.

* There are some questions which natural- 
fly grow out of this passage; and I shall 


our lands for the sake of Christ’s name, or- 
dinarily. But, if there shold ever be a 
conjunction of circumstances in which you 
were compelled to ch between .what 
se deem to be right and father of mother ; 

n which you weregcompelled to give up 
your faith in Christ or your affection for 
some human being; then there can be no 
question as to which is to be sacrificed. It 
is not, therefore, to be ‘our daily food; but 
only a rare, occasional heroism that we are 
calied to when we are commanded to sacri- 
fice, for Christ’s sake, friendship or worldly 
prosperity." 

The third question which will, perhaps, 
be asked is, What is meant by our 
Saviour’s saying that those who follow him, 
and give up all things for his sake, shall, in 
this present time, receive an hundred-fold 
of houses and lands, and all manner of 
earthly blessings? I understand this not to 

terally so; but that every man who, for 
th€ sake of principle, yields up country, be- 
‘comes a citizen of all the world. Kossuth 
to-day belongs to us; he belongs to Eng- 
land; he belongs to France; he belongs to 
Italy; as well as to Hungary, that will not 
permit him to £° back within her borders. 
A great man that for the sake of a great 
truth is willing to forego his local interests 
and connections, and become a wanderer 
and a sufferer, becomes a member of 
+the family of those that love truth. It may 
be said that the majority of those who have 
for the sake of principle given up temporal 
advantages have not as a whole been sacri- 
ficed. Though there have been martyrs, 
and witnesses, and heroes that sealed with 
their blood their testimony and their fidel- 
ity, yet experience shows that the great 
mass of men who have stood fora great 
principle against their interests, in the end 
came round into their interests again, for 
reasons that I will show by and by. 

What, then, is the general meaning of 
this passage which we have read? If we 
were to interpret it into our modern philo- 
sophical language, I should say that it was 
the doctrine of the absolute supremacy of 
moral sentiment. I should say that it was the 
doctrine of the right of the moral sentiments 
to put down everything that is in a man, 
and compel allegiance to them. Christ's 
kingdom was not external, but internal. 
It was the power of love, of justice, of truth, 
of duty, in the soul. This life in the soul 
was to be held true against all inward pas- 
sions on the one side, and against all out- 
ward seductions on the other. If life itself 
was the forfeit, man must go with his con- 
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— into frociaely 4 circumstances 
which our Master had in n plation 
when he uttenoll tiltes worm. ee 
There is yet, also, the same reason in 
what may be called 7 religious life, 
though it may not take the'same peculiar 
form, for the observance of the principle 
which animated this self-renunciation for 
the sake of Christ, Take, for instance, a 
Case where One is'calied, under a most sol- 
emn gouviction that religious truth is not in 
the faith of the fathers, to go from that faith 
to another. Frequently the most severe 
struggles are experienced where a sensitive 
and loving nature is compelled, in obeying 
his sense of duty, to leave the church of his 
friends and acquaintances, and go into a 
church of strangers. If one is reared in 
the Catholic faith, and slowly and against 
his unwilling struggles the light dawns 
upon him that Christ is more truly to be 
followed among Protestants than in the 
faith of his fathers, there can be no ques- 
tion in such a congregation as this as to 
what a man ought to do. Every one of you 
would rise up and say with me, “If Christ 
is revedied to such a soul, he is bound to 
follow his Saviour, if need be, out of the 
church of his fathers, away from the cus- 
toms and usages of that church, into the 
midst of strangers, And if it should be the 
means of his being cast out and disin- 
herited, he ought to do it just the same. 
But suppose he has been brought up a 
Protestant, and, after reading and conversa- 
tion, and, after his best friends have done all 
they can to persuade him that his, con- 
science is a mistaken conscience, he is con- 
vinced that Christ is more truly to be fol- 
lowed among Catholics. What then? 
Ought he to follow his conscience into the 
Catholic Church? I do not know how 
many of you will go with me on that sub- 
ject; for I have taken notice that men are 
Teady to revere conscience when it leads 
from other churches into theirs, but are not 
80 ready to revere conscience when it leads 
out of their church into another. Now ft 
revere conscience when it leads out of my 
church into another. And, though I need 
not tell you that I should think it a misin- 
structed conscience that led from a Protest- 
ant Church into a Catholic Church, if a 
person’s conscience did lead him that way. 
and no explanations or reasonings coul 
change it, Ishould say, “In the name of 
God, follow your conscience.” The doc- 
trine of the supremacy of a man’s con- 
science is one of the most transcendently 
important of doctrines; and I would a 





science. A man is bound to make his moral 
sense form a constituent element, and a 
large one, of his character. Every true 
man is to make his conscience predominate 
under all circumstances, and to compel 
every thought and feeling to come into sub- 
jection to it in himself, and in all his rela- 
tions outside. Such a spirit would very 
speedily bring the individual into conflict, 
and bands in the great community into per- 
secution. It did in the beginning. 

Now, the glorious historical retrospect is 
this. The great body of God’s people, com- 
ing under the influence of this doctrine of 
the supremacy of our moral sentiments, or- 
ganized their sense of vgght into customs, 
laws, and usages, and made war with these 
against antegonistic customs, laws, and 
usages. And for hundreds of years there 
was the dashing of this invisible kingdom 
of thought and moral purpose against the 
outward and solid forms of government. 
And the result has been that, after eighteen 
hundred years, laws have changed that 
‘were supereminent, and forces that easily 
crushed the individual victim have them- 
selves been destroyed and ground to pow- 
der. Governments that were vast and 
lordly, and that looked upon the Christian 
band as a miscreant, vermin band, have 
been subverted and utterly destroyed from 
the face of the earth. Ideas that scarcely 
could procure for themselves a patient list- 
ening have risen up from generation to 
generation more and more. Those very 
ideas that led Christ to the cross, and his 
apostles to various martyrdom, now sit 
in legislatures and rule there, or upon 
judicial benches and judge men. e 
thrones have been found. For in all civil- 
ized and Christian nations to-day predom- 
inate, largely, in their charitable systems 
and in their customs, those very principles 
which the despised Nazarine introduced, 
and which his disciples conveyed and dif- 
fused, and for the establishment of which 
they, like hundreds of others, gave their 
lives. These influences, having from age to 
age done battle against the influences that 
opposed them, have at last risen to the top, 
and are in the ascendency; and Christ, 
who was the weakest power upon the earth 
when tyrants lived, is to-day the strongest 
power upon the earth. : 

But has this great question any relation 
to modern times? Has not the great choice 
between Christ and the world been effect- 
ually taken? And can we ever again be 
called to stand just as the disciples did? 
And can this passage—“ Every one that 
hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or sisters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my name’s sake, shall receive an 
hundred-fold, and shall inherit everlasting 
life’—can this be to us anything more than 
a historical illustration? Is there a fact 
and a principal in it for our day and for us?

Often the conscience and the understand- 
ing are powerfully roused to a religious life 
in persons all of whose social connections are 
gay and fashionable; and it is almost like 
an Offense. Religion is a discourtesy fre- 
quently in social circles. It is the werst 
of all criminality, to their thinking. It is 
not polite, in their estimation. They have 
more regard for the esthetic than for-the” 
ethic. That which is not beautiful they, 
look upen as wicked ; and that which is not 
harmonious they consider culpable to the 
last degree. And therefore where persons 
are roused to a sense of something more 
needful than silk, more satisfactory than 
gayety, or than society with all its frivolities 
and pleasures, and where they stand in the 
midst of these things and declare that their 
souls yearn for communion with the people 
of God, it ostracizes them. They are driv-: 
en out of socighy. And the question arises 
in the soul, “ you willing for the sake 
of Christ to lose everything else that you 
have in the world?” And then come in all 
soft and subtle suggestions like these: 
“Why cannot you be a Christian in secret ? 
Why cannot you stay where you are and be 
a istian? What is the need of uniting 
with the church? Especially, what is the 
need of going dowa to a vulgar church?

ingdom of Great Britain, it is “ Baptist 
Noel,” as the world calls him. He had no- 
ble blood. Avy man that has noble 
thoughts has noble blood; but there is an- 
other sort, you Know. He stood in the 
highest civil connections. He was in the 
Church of England; and there was no more 
doubt that he would be the next Bishop of 
London than of any future untried event. 
But on reading the Word of God, and such 
collateral writings as came in his way,-he 
became convinced that the faith of the Bap- 
tist Church was the better; and he re- 
nounced Eniscopacy, and went into that 
church; and he has stood in it as sweet, as 
beautiful, as moral-minded a man as ever 
stood in inconspicuity, through years and 
years. And now he has gone through the 
period of depression. And his simple testi- 
mony, his unboastful spirit, his willingness 
to go down for the sake of what he thought 
to be right, his perfect forgetfulness of self, 
and his readiness to serve God and man 
without reward, have produced such a con- 
viction of his purity and morality that he 
has begun torise. And the Archbishop of 
Canterbury cannot, to-day, exert such an 
influence as he can, as a preacher of the 
Gospel. And I would rather be in his place 
than in that of any prelate in Envland. 
He was the noblest man, I think, that I met 
in all my travels abroad. 

And what is true of him is true of minis- 
ters at large. Faithful ministers, that love 
their work, that do not study advancenrent, 
and that give themselves, heart, and soul, 
and service, to Christ, although they go 
through their appropriate period of season- 
ing, yet even in these present times receive 
a thousand-fold more of respect, more of 
social affection, more of worldly goed, than 
those ambitious, restless, troubled men that 
seek good. When men set out to gain 
pleasures, they are like boys that run after 
butterflies. When you run after a butterfly, 
the wind that you make shoves him from you, 
and the faster you run the stronger is that 
wind ; but, if you are going after something 
else, and a butterfly passes near you, with 
sudden turn and down-stroke you can catch 
him. Now, if a man sets out to be happy, 

e may as well say, “ Good-by, satisfac- 
tion ;” but if a man sets out to be a man, 
and to do the things that are noble, and 
just, and right, and true, everywhere and 
under all circumstances, butterflies will fol- 
lew him, and light on his head, and back, 
and all over him! He will be happy that 
does not care about being happy. This the 
rebound of other people’s joy that makes 
your soul glad.

"Svith even greater baseness the same 
sacrifice of Christ is made where men insti- 
tute social connections for pelf or ambition, 
and not for moral worth.

A young man that does not know how to 
say “No”; ayoung man that has not power 
toresist the cup when it is presented to hin— 
what is he but a poor, miserable wash-cloth, 
buta ee on and pug to the vilest 
uses? 0 cares for him,or mourns over 
him, but some Christian mother or Chris- 
tian minister? But a young man that 
knows how to say “No;” that knows how 
to resist evil; that knows how to give buffet 
for temptation—is not he hardening him- 
self? Is not he making his bones tough— 
particularly his backbones? He is becom- 
ing columnar. And it is such as he that 
are sought after in business. A man says, 
Here is a difficult department in my estab- 
lishment, and I would pay almost any price 
if I could find a man that I could trust.” 
Says the man whom he addresses, “I know 
an impracticable sort of fellow that I think 
might suit you. He will stick to what he 
thinks is right at all hazards. You cannot 
turn him from it by any power on earth.” 
Says the other man, “ I want a lignum-vite 
man; send him to me.” Let it once be 
known that a man cannot be cajoled ; that 
he will not lie, even for himself; that he 
will not steal, and has 9 prejudice against 
stealing ; let it be known that he has been 
tried, and that there is inward principle in 
him ; and let us put him up at auction, and 
I will get a million bid on him! Men are 
the things that are most needed in New 
York. Why, there is no timber in themar- 
ket that is gathered up so greedily as _ they 
are. There is nothing so much needed in 
bank business, in all ‘departments of it, as 
moral principle. And yet merchants will 
teach young men tolie; and, for the sake of 
monetary profit, to cajole customers. And 
when, by-and-by, these young men grow 
up, they become, on their own account, 
filchers, and stealers, and liars. You think 
that the young men of this generation are 
corrapt and worthless. They are; but the 
blame rests on your shoulders. You were 
their schoolmasters. You taught them to 
lie and cheat in your interest ; and now they 
do it in their own. Now own chick- 
ens come home to roost. Merchants North 
and South have been raising by the whole- 
sale damnable young men without princi- 
= And a young man, if he would save 
imself from destruction, must cling to that 
“anchor of the soul, both sure and stead- 
fast, which entereth {to ciat wtthin the 
vail.”

Therefore, I say boldly that a young man 
who, for the sake of his own interest, denies 
his Christ, first selis his our, and then 
goes and hangs himself, as Judas did; and 
in the long run compasses his own mis- 
chief.

BEWILDERMENT, when not too stunning, 
a pleasing sensation.

pur old friend, Mr. Thomas Carlyle, for a 
yariety of coos, refreshing, bewildering, ex- 

uisite sensations, consequent upon reading 

dast lucubration, entitled “Shooting 
Wiagara: and After?” No blue-fish at Fire 
Jsland is so full of game as our stiff and 
Jtubborn old friend Mr. Carlyle. A perusal 
pf his last paper has made our very nerves 
Single with merriment, indignation, pride, 
tnd grief. The venerable philosopher is 
Hill full of grandeur, conceit, folly, wisdom, 
nobility, and meanness. There is no man 
like him! When he dies, and is buried, let 
him not be forgotten ; for nature will never 
geproduce his like, and if he is lost from 
ftemembrance, he is lost to the world for- 
aver. 

Apparently the object of Mr. Carlyle’s 

jatest lucubration is to protest against De- 
mocracy. He begins with America, and 
wnds with England; ridiculing whatever is 
aoblest in the Democratic tendencies of 
both. He is perhaps the only distinguished 
fiterary man, now living, who still spells 
Wegro with two gs. We have not counted, 
Sut we make a rough estimate that he says 
¥Nigger” about a hundred times. For 
Instance, he wants to know whether a 
*Quashce Nigger” is equal to “Socrates 
yr Shakespeare.” Of course not: for a 
Quashee Nigger, like Mr. Carlyle himself, 
yannot justly be called equal to Socrates or 
Dhakespeare. He says that “the Nigger is 
wvidently a poor blockhead, with good dis- 
positions, affections, attachments—with a 
urn for Nigger melodics and the like.” 
By which it does not seem to have occurred 
jo the angry old gentleman that “ Nigger 
nelodies” are written and sung exclusively 
vy white men, who blacken their faces with 
yurnt cork in order to attain by art a 
jatus in humanity which they were 
denied by nature. “ Servantship,” says 
yur grumbler, “ought to be a contract 
jor life” ; to which he adds, “and this was 
Mlready the Nigger’s essential position.” 
What a pity it is, therefore, that American 
Blavery has been abolished! “The Amer- 
\can case,” he says, is “begirt with frantic 
Abolitionists, fire-breathing like the old 
Dhimera.” Accordingly, he throws cold 
water on the abolitionists, in order to put 
put their incendiary flames. “ The Nigger’s 
pase,” he adds, “ was not the most pressing 
jm the world, but among the least so.” And 
dhe wrinkled-faced, shaggy-browed cynic is 
actually in a pet because the good-natured 
Wigger has had the luck to get his unim- 
portant case so early attended to! The 
grim critic describes the British Colonies, 
mm general, as “all ungoverned, and nine- 
Senths of them full of boa-constrictors, rat- 
Uesnakes, Parliamentary Eloquences, and 
Emancipated Niggers, ripening toward 
nothing but destruction.” He then, in par- 
ticular, describes Dominica, and says that 
It is governed by a “ piebald Parliament of 
Eleven,” and that “the head Demosthenes 
there is a Nigger Tinman.”

But certainly, if Oliver 
Cromwell’. were alive to-day, there is no 
man in England whom he would so roughly 
yebuke as Thomas Carlyle. In former 
Rays, Mr. Carlyle rendered great service to 
progress, He helped to emancipate the in- 
Yellect both of England and America.

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_ ‘THE FU TURE OF MEXICO. 


WE can never look with indifference on 
any indications, of a rellable character, 
tending to foreshadow the future of Mexico. 
Such an one is the recent address of Juarez 
to his people, It isa document creditable 
to its author, moderate, free from the vain- 
glorious boasting to be found in the mani- 
festoes of Santa Anna and Almonte and 
other Mexican chiefs ; referring, but in mod- 
est tone, to the firmness of the constitu- 
tional government and the exertions of the 
Mexican: people, throughout the dark years 
of French intervention; promising that 
severity shall be tempered with mercy, and 
declaring that the great object now is to se- 
cure and consolidate the benefits of peace. 
The Mexican president can truly declare, 
as he does, that the goyernment returns, 
“without having for one moment abandoned 
the nation’s territory”; for when Juarez, 
then at El Paso, and in the extremity of 
danger, was urged to consult his personal 
safety by seeking refuge in Texas, he de- 
clared that he preferred death to abandon- 
ment of his country in the hour of her sor- 
est need. With equal truth he congratulates 
his people that they have regained their lib- 
erty, “ fighting alone, without the assistance 
of any, without means, and without the 
necessary material of war.” Moral assist- 
ance they had from us, when we refused to 
recognize Maximilian, or to tolerate the 
continued presence of French troops on 
Mexican soil; but material aid they have 
had none. They worked out their own na- 
tional salvation, and have a right to be 
proud of it. : . -- 

As to Jmarez’s protestations that the gov- 
ernment is not animated in the hour of her 
triumph by passion toward those who have 
assailed her; and that she has resolved “to 
justice ;” it will be received, in some quar- 
ters, with incredulity. Were not Maximilian, 
and Miramon, and Mejia shot? And have 
not other leaders of the intervention party 
met the same fate? Is not this being guilty 
of severity? Yes; but with extenuating 
circumstances. Maximilian exhibited, in 
many things, nobility of character; and 
nothing in his life so graced it as did the 
courage, and dignity, and tenderness ex- 
hibited at its close. Yet it remains unde- 
nied and undeniable that the same man 
issued, in October, 1865, a decree providing 
that all persons found in arms against the 
empire, “whether they proclaim or not 
any political principles, and whatever their 
number, organization, or character,” shall 
be tried by court-martial; and, “if found 
guilty, if even only of the fact of belonging 
to the band,” shall suffer death within 
twenty-four hours of the capture. It re- 
mains undenied and undeniable that this 
sanguinary decree,a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion in the nineteenth century, was, for a 
time at least, carried out. Mr. Seward, un- 
der date Nov. 28th, 1865, communicated to 
our minister in Paris the fact that of the 
prisoners taken by the Imperial force under 
Gen. Mendez, at Santa Ana Amatlan, there 
were shot Gens, Arteaga and Salazar, four 
colonels, five lieutenant-colonels, eight com- 
manders, and a number of subordinate offi- 
cers, all of the regular army of Mexico. In 
a recent number of the Conciencia Publica, a 
paper published in the City of Mexico, the 
editor states that he has obtainod a list of 
the number of persons who were shot in 
the City of Mexico, under Imperial rule, 
during two years and a half—namely, dur- 
ing the last half of 1864 and during 1865 
and 1866—and that the total is five hundred 
and seventy-six; that is, an average of from 
four to five a week during the whole period. 
This was in the city alone. How many 
hundreds or thousands a year were shot 
throughout the whole country during that 
period,.to expiate the crime of fighting for 
independence and constitutional rule, one 
can but conjecture. When Mr. Seward 
caused our minister at Paris to remonstrate 
against these atrocities, Drouyn Me I’Huis, on 
behalf of the French Government, replied, 
“We are not responsible for Maximilian or 
his government.” 

Again, in an order of the day issued by 
Maximilian last February 17th, he nominated 
“the valiant General Marquez” chief of his 
staff; and, dividing his forces into three 
army corps, he placed “the courageous 
General Miramon” at the head of the first, 
and made “the fearless General Mejia” 
commander of the third corps. Who were 
these three valiant and courageous and fear- 
less generals, thus placed in offices ef the 
highest trust by Maximilian? Miramon, be- 
sieging the Liberals in the City of Mexico, in 
April, 1859, ordered, on the 14th of that 
month, the infamous massacre of Tacubaya, 
a village not far from the city. Here is the 
text of the order: “ Your Hacellency :— 
This very evening, and under the strictest 
responsibility of your Excellency, you will 
cause to be shot all the prisoners belonging 
to the class of officers, subaltern and superior; 
and you will render me an account of the 
number of those who have met this fate. 
God and law. (Signed) Mrramon.” To 
whom was this addressed? To the notori- 
ous bandit and robber, Marquez, in future 
to be Maximilian’s chief of staff. Twenty- 
eight suffered death that day, including the 
wounded, and including seven surgeons 
then attending upon the wounded; one of 
which surgeons was an American, and one, 
Dr. Duvall, an Englishman. About one 
hundred were shot in all. Mejia was, in 
1859, leader of a troop of ragged, lawless, 
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commercial relations that must be profitdble 
to both nations. The field iscomparatively 
free. Mexican prejudice against foreigners 


whom a portion invaded her, while the rest 
recognized the usurpation. Betore the war 
of the rebellion England had almost a mo- 
nopoly of the foreign trade of Mexico. In 
1858 Mexico’s total foreign commerce was 
fifty-four millions; of which the United 
States had about eight millions and three- 
quarters—that is, less than a sixth—while 
England had nearly thirty-three millions 
and a half, which is considerably more than 
half. Why should England, who must pass 
our very door on her way to Mexico, have 
nearly four times.as. much of her foreign 
commerce as we? It will be our own fault, 
now that the field is left open to us, if this 
should be so hereafter. 

Upon the whole, we see no good reason to 
doubt that Mexico, after all her misfortunes, 
will take her stand among the family of 
civilized nations respectably enough. Her 
frequent intestine wars have been her chief 
disgrace. But these, in almost every instance 
for the last thirty years, were commenced 
and supported by an unscrupulous church, 
whose femporal possessions, outside of 
foundations strictly ecclesiastical, brought 
herin a yearly revenue of at least twenty 
millions—quite sufficient in that country to 
carry on war. The hierarchs of that 
church feared and hated a party which in- 
scribed on its banners “ Freedom of relig- 
ion; freedom of speech and of the press.” 
The secularizatién—in other words, the se- 
questration—of their vast possessions de- 
prived these men of the terrible power for 
mischief they once held. In despair, they 
called in the aid of the foreigner. It was 
their last and only move. It has been de- 
feated. Mexico has got rid of her slavery, 
and is prepared, we trust, to enter, side by 
side with ourselves, on a carcer of prosperi- 
ty and peace. 





STEAMBOAT SPLENDORS, 

Ir there is any one thing that our coun- 
trymen thoroughly believe, of which they 
never entertain the most shadowy doubt, it 

is their superiority to all the rest of the 
world in the business of steamboating. It 
is the first article in the creed of every 

American that we excel all other nations in 

building, furnishing, and running steamers. 

But the indulgence of self-conceit is always 

perilous, While we have been hugging the 

delusive idea that we excelled all the world 

in steamboat building, the enemy thas come 

upon us and placed us completely hors du 

combat in the great struggle for steam 

supremacy on the ocean. England, France, 

Germany, the Hanseatic cities, and even 
Belgium, have quietly gone to work and 
completely deprived us of our foreign com- 
merce. Nine-tenths of the carrying trade 
between New York and Europe is now 
done by foreign-built steamships, carrying 
the flags of England, France, Belgium, Prus- 

sia, Bremen, and Hamburg. It is humiliat- 

ing to our national pride to confess it; but 

the truth must be confessed, whether it be 

agreeable or not. We have, it is true, 

just sold an iron-clad to France, and 

another, which we captured from the 

rebels, to Japan; but these sporadic 

instances of success do not mitigate 

the mortifying fact that, in the great 

enterprises of ocean steam-navigation, 

we have been thoroughly and ignominious- 

ly defeated by our foreign rivals. The 

causes of this national defeat, which is in- 

finitely more damaging to our prosperity 

than the less of a naval battle would be, 

ought to be made the subject of an inquiry 

by Congress, and we hope it will be attend- 

ed to at the next session. Foreign compe- 

tition is supposed by the free traders to be 

necessary to our mechanical improvement, 

and we have had it with a vengeance in the 

matter of ocean steamboating. Congress 

deprived our steamers of the subsidies 
which were necessary to enable them to 
compete with foreigners, and we behold the 
results. The whole of the profitable busi- 
ness of carrying passengers and freight be- 
tween this country and Europe has fallen 

into the hands of foreigners. The two or 
three American steamships employed in the 

traffic are such inconsiderable exceptions 
that they are not worth naming. 

But in our coastwise and river traffic we 
have a protective law which saves us from 
the danger of foreign competition, or the 
art of engine-making and ship-building 
might soon be among our lost arts. New 
lines are constantly being established on adi 
the great routes of travel, and the chief ob- 
ject of the competing companies that fur- 
nish us with our floating palaces appears 
to be to outdo each other in the splendor 
of their boats, rather than in their comforts, 
conveniences, and safety. The first object 
in travel is safety, the second speed, and the 
last comfort. But our steamboat proprie- 
tors scemingly reverse this order, and place 
splendor first, as though the chief object of 
a traveler were to daze himself with tawdry 
gildings and gaudy upholstery. Our new 
steamboats which navigate the Sound and 
carry the great tide of travel up and down 
the Hudson are really magnificent in their 
proportions and bewildering in their splen- 
did fittings. They are furnished with an 
utter disregard of cost and taste, and their 
gteat halls, long corridors of gilded col- 

mirrors, 





brigands, noted for their cruelty. Such 
were the men trusted by Maximilian. Such 
were the men who died with him. 


Why do we recall these things now? In 
proof that, when the Liberals under Juarez 
exhibited a severity which we regret, exe- 
cuting a comparatively small number of Im- 
perial leaders, it was under terrible provo- 
cation and exasperating reminiscences: in 
proof that these executions do not furnish 
evidence that severity is to be the perma- 
nent policy of the Liberal Government of 
Mexico. When Juarez tells his people, as 
he does in the address referred to, that he 
desires to “ balance the exigences of justice 
with considerations of benignity,” we are 
disposed to believe that he means what he 
says; and that, if elected president, he will 
keep his word. ‘ 

There is, beyond doubt, among portions 
of the Mexican people, at this time, a strong 
feeling of prejudice against foreigners. Had 
we suffered, during four years of deselation, 
under the harrow of General Bazaine’s rule, 
it is likely enough that such feelings would 
have been pretty strong among ourselves. 
It is much to the credit of Juarez that, on 
the eve of an election that is likely to make 
him president, he does not introduce into 
his address @ single word of appeal to a 
prejudice the strength of -which no one 
knows better than he. He evidently takes 
broader views. He sees clearly that ‘his 
nation can become prosperous and tranquil 





only by meting out equal justice to all. He 
says: “Between individuals, as between 
nations, respect of each other’s rights is

He, however, recovered both 
health and gpirits, so that he preached in 
many places, with something of his former 
fervor. In his religious experience his res- 
toration was perfect, so that he lived in an 
unclouded day to the end of life. To use a 
favorite expression of his own, he had 
“a Lttle heaven to go to heaven in.” 
A few weeks ago he told a friend, whom he 
met in journeying, that he was dying by 
inches. He at once retired to his brother’s 
house, where he sank gradually for three or 
four days, and then departed. A letter from 
a neighbor says : , 

“Everything seems to haye been ordered 
just as it should have been. On a beautiful 
Sabbath day, among his friends, in the midst 
of a loving people, where he last labored as 
a pastor, with love to all the world, he 
passed away without a struggle.” 

Those who participated in the great anti- 
slavery struggle in this city, in 1888 to 1837, 
will remember with what seraphic devotion 
and heroism Ludlow entered into that 
fierce conflict, and how fully he shared the 
torrents of hatred and. obloquy that then 
burst forth. His house was searched during 
the great riot in iss4, and he was person- 
ally assailed with violence in Meriden and 
other places where he attempted to plead 
the cause of the oppressed. But none of 
those things moved him. He was the first 
pastor in this city to enter with all his soul 
into the temperance reformation. He never 
spared himself where good was to be done, 
nor courted reputation when occasion de- 
manded that he should stand up for Christ, 
for humanity, or for truth. That such a 
man should be characterized through life as 
a “happy Christian,” and that his last days 
were spent, as he expressed it, “on the 
mount all the time,” will surprise none who 
knew him. There are few men living who 
have higher claim to the record, “They 
that turn many to righteousness shall shine 
as the stars forever and ever.” 





Worst Yet.—A correspondent at Pater- 
son, N. J., justifies the exclusion of a col- 
ored man from the society of Good Tem- 
plars at Assiwattac, Pa., on the ground that 
a rule of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
forbids the admission of negroes to the same 
lodges with white people. If this is so, the 
case is worse than we supposed, and the 
disgrace of the lodge at Assiwattac is equally 
that of the state organization itself. We 
are glad to learn, however, that “ negropho- 
bia” is not universal in the Organization of 
Good Templars. A correspondent at Plain- 
ville, Ct., informs us that the lodge in that 
town is governed by no such foolish and 
anti-Christian rule as that which prevails in 
Pennsylvania, but bas in it at least one 
genuine colored person, who mingles with 
his brethren of the order on terms of perfect 
equality. 





PERSONAL. 


Mr. Garrison’s Reception at 
Glasgow, like that at Edinburgh, was very 
hearty and enthusiastic. The public breakfast 
at Merchants’ Hall brought together the most 
eminent citizens of the place, including some 
of the leaders of the anti-slavery cause in Scot- 
land. The Rev. Dr. George Jeffrey presided, 
and behind the chair were blended the flags of 
Great Britain and the United States. Dr, 
Jeffrey made a speech, in which he paid an 
earnest and eloquent tribute to the guest of 
the occasion. He said: ‘‘There is not one to 
whom, under God, the cause of liberty to the 
slave owes more than to the distinguished man 
this morning upon the platform. . . . If 
ever the history of the abolition of American 
slavery be rightly written, the pen of the his- 
torjan will give the first place to the name of 
Wm. Lloyd Garrison. That name may justly 
take its place with that of the immortal How- 
ard; while our distinguished guest, unlike the 
great philanthropist, bas lived to reap the 
honors and rewards of victory.’’ The Rev. Dr. 
Wm. Anderson proposed an address to Mr. 
Garrison, which was seconded by Wm. Smeal, 
and adopted by the company. Mr. Garrison’s 
reply was alike honorable to bimself, to his 
anti-slavery associates, and to the country he 
represents. We copy a single passage: 

** How little did I-know of what was before 
me when engaged in the anti-slavery cause ! 
I looked at the slave in his blood, and at once 
by heart went out to him; and I said he must 
be delivered. He is a man, and a brother man; 
he is a child of God! he is not property; he is 
not a beast, nor to be herded with beasts. That 
was all I felt and saw at the moment; but I 
supposed, in presenting him to those who 
claimed to be good men, and especially Chris- 
tian men, that I should everywhere find a 
hearty response and instant co-operation. 
Personally I was very strongly attached to my 

litical party and my political ideas, and also 
to the denomination to which I belonged.

John Brewn’s Grave.—A corre- 
spondent of the Zimes, having visited the grave 
of John Brown, at North Elba, gives a minute 
description thereof and of the surrounding 
country. 


_ The lot in which John Brown is buried 
lies east of the bouse in which he formerly 
lived, and is separated from it bya space of 
only two or three rods. The fence on each 
side is three rods in length, five boards high, 
rough and utfpainted. In the middle of the 
lot there is a rock of granite, occupying a 
space upon the ground nearly square, and al- 
most perpendicular upon alisides. The north 
side is ten feet high, the opposite four, and 
the cireumference five rods. Across the top, 
from the west to the east (standing on the 
south side), you will read: 

JOHN BROWN, 
1859, 

Ezch letter and — is one foot high and 
nearly one wide, and cut one inch into the 
rock, Mr. Alexis Hinckley, the present owner 
and occupant of the house—a gentlemanly and 
well-informed young man—said to me: ‘This 
work was done by astone-cutter, J. A. Daniels. 
He was sent here for that purpose by 
Wendell Phillips and Francis Lee. It took him 
three days and a half to accomplish it.’ John 
Brown is buried with his feet to this rock, 
with his head to the west, in a line with the 
two opposite corners of the lot and the house. 
The headstone is of coarse granite, three feet 
eight inches high, twenty-two inches wide, and 
two inches thick. It was procured and let- 
tered a long time ago in Connecticut for the 
grave of Capt. John Brown; but, as it did not 
suit his children, it was never erected there, 
but remained till his son (who lies here) 
brought it to Westport, and there left it.

Plum Creek. The conflict lasted six hours, 
md the Sioux were routed with t loss.

WESTERN CORRESPONDENCE. 


Cuicaco, Aug. 12th, 1867. 
To THE Eprror oF THE INDEPENDENT: 

Taxe St. Louis this time. Founded 
more than a century since, it has‘had time 
for a substantial growth. Centrally located 
in the West, ata point to catch the com- 
merce of the Upper Mississippi, the Mis- 
souri, the Rock, the Illinois, and the Ohio 
Rivers, and also at the point of the transfer 
of freight from the mammoth lower-river 
boats tothose of the upper, it could not 
help but grow in material power. Its rail- 
road system is quite complete—two to the 
east, one to this city, one to the north, the 
Pacific to the northwest, and one striking 
eut to the south. Its great barrier to rail- 
way traffic, the river transfer, is to be re- 
moved by a bridge. Like constitutional 
objections in the Tract Society and in slave- 
holding administrations, the natural and 
fnalienable rights of navigation have had io 
yield to the progress of the age. The bridge 
is to cost five millions. Work is’ begun. 
As the east bank is low, the bridge will not 
go above the chimneys, as at Cincinnati, but 
a draw will be inserted. The rail-track will 
strike the city at Third Street in Washing- 
ton Avenue, and be carried in this avenue 
under ground through the city, while the 
upper story of the bridge, for common 
travel, will strike Fourth Street above 
ground. Pacific traffic will thus pass on 
with unbroken bulk. It is strange that St. 
Louis does not extend its North Missouri 
road up across Iowa into Minnesota, and so 
tap the four east and west roads in Iowa: 
The city has one grain elevator whose 
capacity I should guess at- 700,000 bushels. 
This is only for the transfer of river 
freight, having no connection with the rail- 
tracks. The present supply of water 
is from the river, by steam power. It has 
been proposed to bring in the Meramec, a 
ta Croton; but the Mississippi has the pref- 
erence. A new reservoir is under construc- 
tion, to be used during the cleansing of the 
old one, while another much larger is to be 
built, so as to filter from one to the other. 
The saints of Louis must have been very 
happy in the discovery of twenty-six feet of 
sediment in the old one, for this was evidence 
that they had drank so much less of mud. 
Lafayette Park, forty acres, finely shaded 
and ornamented, is itself an ornament to 
the city. Population, 220,000. Horse-rail- 
ways gridiron the place. Nicholson dis- 
places the cobble-stone upon these steep as- 
cents from the river, immensely to the ad- 
vantage of teamsters. The business of the 
city is fast recovering from the diversion of 
the war. Main Street isajam. St. Louis 
Is the metropolis for Southern Illinois, ec- 
clesiastically as well as commercially.
